An Inventory of the Eſtate and Effects, with the Particulars of the Debts due to and owing 
by this Inſtitution, was made out at the End of laſt Year: a State of the Accounts we 


hereby lay before you, by which it appears that the Stock in Favour of the Inſtitution then 


was 5746/1. 3s. 84d. excluſive of 37 5. ſubſcribed for Annuities of 5 per Cent. on the 
Life of the Subſcribers, and Nominees ; and the Legacy of our late Friend John Fothergill 
of 1007. per Annum for two Years unexpired, and gol. per Annum in Perpetuity. 


T he Number of Children in the School are 178 Boys and 139 Girls, N are now 
40 Children on the Liſt waiting for Admiſſion. 


Annexed is an Account of Annual and other Contributions received in the Year 1783, 
amounting to 1607/. 7s. 6d. (Zool. of which was a Legacy from our Friend James Hough) 
and the Amount of Collections fince brought in, is 603/. 35. but ſeveral of the Counties 
Hot having remitted their Subſcriptions, they are recommended to do it as ſoon as con- 
venient, and in future to ſend them up within the Year. 


As the Payment of 7ooo/. to the Governors of the Foundling Hoſpital, for the Premiſes, 
will become due the Twenty-Fourth of the Sixth Month, 1785, and conſequently will 
occaſion ſome decreaſe of Income to the Inſtitution, we doubt not but the Vearly-Meeting 
will think it expedient to recommend the continuance of further Aid by Donations, 


Annuities, or Annual Subſcriptions during Pleaſure, as may be moſt convenient to 


Friends. 


And for the encouragement of Friends to conſider this Inſtitution in making their Wills, 
it is agreed that all Legacies of Fifty Pounds and upwards, ſhall be inveſted in proper 
Securities, and the Intereſt only appropriated to the uſe thereof. 


In order that the good Effects of Education may as much as poſſible be preſerved, it is 


recommended to Parents and others concerned for the Children, for whom Places are 
wanted, to give Six Months Notice to the Treaſurer at Ackworth, that their Names 
may be entered in a Book for that Purpoſe; and that Friends who are in want of Ap- 
prentices or Servants likely to be ſupplied from this School, will give Information 
thereof to the Treaſurer, who will correſpond with the Agents thereon. 


The General Meeting is to be held at Ackworth as heretofore, on the laſt Fourth Day in 
the Seventh Month, and it is requeſted that the ſeveral Counties and Places will, if con- 
ventent, appoint Repreſentatives to the ſaid Meeting.
